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State Has Not Approved Funds 
For Abbot Pond Development 


Despite reports to the contrary circu- 
lating through Andover, the state has not 
approved funding for the Abbott Pond 
comprehensive permit that would bring 
45 mixed-income housing units to the cor 
ner of Argilla Road and Andover St 

‘It’s public knowledge that we haven’t 
received funding from the state yet’’ said 
Gerald Welsh of Picwel Builders, devel- 
opers for the Abbott Pond project. ‘‘We 
are in the process of applying for it, as 
we have been for the past six months.” 

“They haven’t received funding yet. 
They aren’t even close’’ commented Ste- 
phen Colyer, town physical planner. Con- 
fusion apparently resulted, Colyer said, 
after Welsh ‘“‘made statements last week 
to me that the funding was ‘just about 
locked up.”’ 

Colyer, in turn, told the Andover Hous- 
ing Partnership (AHPC) last Wednesday 
that “‘the developer has indicated that 
they are almost ready”’ to apply to the 
Massachusetts Housing Finance Agency 
(MHFA) for the Abbbott Pond funding. 

This confusion was compounded when 
residents of the Argilla Road area called 
the MHFA the next day to ask whether 
the project had been funded. According 
to members of the Argilla Road Neigh- 
borhood Association, Jeff McQueen of 
the MHFA told the residents ‘‘state fund- 
ing for the project had been approved.”’ 

Colyer said he was told Monday, at a 
meeting between himself, Picwel, 
MHFA representatives, other state hous- 
ing officials, and members of the AHPC 
that the funding had indeed not been al- 
lotted for Abbott Pond. “Cathy Burns 
from the MHFA told us it had not been 
funded” said Colyer. 

News that the project had already 
been subsidized had driven the residents 
to draft a letter to State Representative 
Susan Tucker (D—Andover), chargins 
unfair practices on the part of Picwel, 
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town officials, and state housing authori- 
ties. The residents’ letter stated ‘‘We ha- 
ve...been abused, bullied, lied to, misled, 
ignored, given contradictory statements 
and had important information witheld 
or delayed” concerning the proposal 

Welsh said he was “upset by the let 
ter,’’ saying Picwel had made.numerous 
concessions to residents regarding the 
project’s density and size. ‘We original- 
ly planned 70 units on the site’ he com- 
mented. “The town departments all 
approved and said it was a good plan, but 
we cut it back to 45” in order to address 
neighbors’ concerns. 

Welsh stated ‘I never said anything” 
about state funding being approved for 
the comprehensive permit, and invited 
residents and abuttors to the proposed 
housing site to “‘come down and visit our 
offices’’ and discuss the project directly 

Members of the Argilla Road Neigh- 
borhood Association (ARNA) com- 
plained the developer ‘has never 
initiated any cooperative attempts’’ to 
address residents’ concerns. The group 
has charged Picwel with ‘‘bullying’’ 
them, something Douglas Ahearn of Pic- 
wel disagrees with vehemently. 

‘“We’ve given in on every issue” 
Ahearn said. ‘“‘We’ve allowed them to 
preserve space around the ice cream 
stand, we’ve agreed to leave 6 acres un- 
developed on the other side, we’ve cut 
back the number of units—it’s unbelieva- 
ble how many things we’ve given in on. I 
don’t know what more we can do.”’ 

Ahearn recalled Picwel’s plans to con- 
struct 17 luxury condominiums on the 10- 
acre site last year was turned down in 
the face of extensive residential opposi- 
tion. Many neighbors, he said, ‘‘would 
oppose us if we were going to build a sin- 
gle house there.”’ 

The letter from ARNA to Tucker is a 
means of stalling the project, Ahearn 
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said. ‘“‘There have already been over ten 
hours of public hearings on this. They 
have 26 pages of complaints on the re- 
cord. I think the neighborhood is going a 
litle overboard on this.’’ 

Of residents’ demands for further pul 
lic hearings on Abbott pond, Welsh cor 
mented, “we went through the entir: 
(public hearing) process six months be- 
fore the AHPC even existed. It seems 
these people want us to go back to square 
one, which we can’t afford to do.” 

Welsh estimated that Picwel has spent 
$250,000 on the project already, while 
Ahearn said the plan is becoming ‘‘more 
uneconomical”’ as time passes. 

Tucker stated she will not be serving 
as a mediator between residents and Pic- 
wel. “It’s not my place to negotiate be- 
tween the developer and the residents, 
the town and the state, or the residents 
and the town,’’ she remarked 

Tucker commented she was ‘‘very di 
turbed”’ about the lack of communicati 
at the state level concerning the project 
‘My role is to ensure the state respond 
efficiently” to the community’s need: 
she said. Tucker added she wants to 
know why the MHFA was unaware of 
residential opposition to Abbott Pond be- 
fore the ARNA’s phone call last Thurs- 
day. She also expressed dismay that 
officials of the same agency would disse- 
minate contradicting information 

Colyer echoed these concerns, saying 
‘the (Executive Office of Communities 
and Development) EOCD knew about the 
neighbors being opposed, and the MHF A 
didn’t. I don’t see how that happened.”

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Ballardvale Lecture Topic

The Andover Historical Society’s popular 
lunch-lecture series begins Wednesday, Oct. 14, 
at noon with Ruth Sharpe presenting a slide-tape 
program, ‘‘Ballard Vale in its Heyday.” Visitors 
are invited to bring a bag lunch and enjoy coffee 
and dessert provided by the society. There is a 
small admission charge for non-members. 

Mrs. Sharpe is an expert on Ballardvale histo- 
ry and a long-time resident of the area. She has 
written widely on the subject and explored 
many of the early records of this interesting 
“village within a town.” 

“Ballard Vale in its Heyday” focuses on the 
years from 1835 to 1910 when new industries 
flourished along the Shawsheen. The Ballard- 
vale Manufacturing Company supplied white 
flannel to the world in the genteel age when that 
fabric was required wear for gentlefolk in sum- 
mer. The Ballard Vale Stoneware Manufactur- 
ing Company and the Willard and Sons Pottery 
produced thousands of blue decorated crocks 
and jugs for everyday use in the late 19th cen- 
tury. Today they are highly prized by antique 


collectors and decorators. 

Sharpe will also describe daily life in Ballard- 
vale, showing pictures of such community 
events as an old-fashioned Fourth of July cele- 
bration in 1910. Her source material ranges 
from records of an 1863 walking tour of Ballard 
Vale to local newspapers and on to the valuable 
account left by a visiting Englishman in the ear- 
ly years of this century. 

The Andover Historical Society has designed 
the lunch-lecture series to attract those who 
may be on a limited time schedule. The society 
also hopes to attract residents who have not yet 
visited its Main Street headquarters at the Amos 
Blanchard House as well as those who have. 

The Andover Historical Society, accredited by 
the American Association of Museums, is a non- 
profit, educational institution open to members 
and the public. For information on open hours, 
exhibitions, tours, special events and mem- 
bership; call the society office between 9 a.m. 
and 5 p.m., Monday through Friday.

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Two Andover Students Discover Another World

The name Appala- 
chia was coined in 
1960 at the Appala- 
chian Governors 
Conference on unem- 
ployment.

Tubbs of Andover 
found out what it is 
really like when they 
visited Northfork, 
W.Va. this summer.

ast Sunday, Heather Bryce and Heather 
Tubbs were at a reunion. It wasn’t quite a 
family reunion—but it felt like one. All of the 
people at the get-together had spent 10 days 
together working hard in the most depressed 
part of the country. 

Bryce, 14, and Tubbs, 15, both of Andover, 
were part of an Episcopal diocesan program 
that sent a group of people, ages 14 to 17, and 
four counselors from parishes around the 
state to Appalachia in late August. 

It wasn’t your ordinary field trip. It took 
approximately 18 hours to drive to Northfork, 
in West Virginia, where they stayed in a 
boarding house they had to clean to make 
habitable (‘“‘There was throw-up in the bath- 
tub,”’ Bryce said.) and where unemployment 
is high and living conditions are poor. The 
land is scarred and exhausted by surface 
mining. 

““T expected it to be different,’ said Bryce, 
daughter of Claude and Joan Marchessault of 
421 High Plain Road and a West Junior High 
School ninth grader. “I had read and heard 
that it was poor, but I expected it to be a 
normal depressed town.”’ 

What Bryce and the 18 other program par- 
ticipants with her discovered was that a lot 
more than economic factors make Appala- 
chia the way it is. 

‘There was so much racism involved. The 
white people governed the town,’’ she said 
‘There was such a contrast that at one point, 


the police came out and told our chaperones 
that they (blacks) killed people and every- 
thing. 

“Tf there’s a white and a white fighting, the 
police will break it up. If a white and a black 
are fighting, and the white’s winning, they’ll 
do nothing. If a black and a black are fight- 
ing, they won’t do anything either.” 

Bryce said she went into a store with a 
black resident and the clerk kicked him out. 
‘“‘And then he (the clerk) took me aside and 
said, ‘You know, you shouldn’t hang around 
those people.’”’ 

Bryce did anyway, and so did the other peo- 
ple on her trip. ““They wanted to give us a lot 
of stuff—their jackets, things that were im- 
portant to them,”’ said Tubbs, daughter of 
Sandra Tubbs of High Street, a sophomore at 
Andover High School. 

The kids in the town weren’t resentful of 
the kids from Massachusetts, Bryce said. 
“People there don’t judge you. They don’t 
care. If you can play basketball, you’re OK.”’ 

They accept their lot uncomplainingly, as 
an expected part of life, she added. “I was 
getting more upset than they were. I was like, 
‘How can they treat you like this?’ And they’d 
say, ‘It’s like that.’” 

Social rank in Appalachia comes in black 
and white—and in green, according to Bryce, 
who said the town just before Northfolk is 
very wealthy. 

“It was so rich, it was unbelievable, the 
wealth. It was like Wellesley,” she said. ‘“‘To 
think that they’re driving around in Mercedes 
and Rolls Royces, and five minutes away the 
people don’t have cars. It hurt to see. People 
aren’t willing to help. It’s like they’re still 
going through the Civil War.” 

The diocesan group spent most of their 
time with one woman—Hazel Little—and her 
ramshackle house. It had no heat or indoor 
plumbing. They scraped the house inside and 
out, repainted, replace rotting wall boards, 
roofed the shed, built stairs to the front 
porch, rebuilt the chimney, reshingled the 
roof, put new linoleum on the bedroom floor 
and planted grass. They put in full days in a 
place where days can be as hot as 100 de- 
grees. 

‘Sometimes I’d think, ‘What did I get my- 
self into?’’’ Bryce said. ‘“‘When we were 
scraping, there’d be four coats of paint. On 
one wall we counted 12 layers of wallpaper, 
and 14 on another. 

‘When I pulled off my first piece of wal- 
lpaper, all these cockroaches came out. And 
Hazel came in and said, ‘You just step on 
them.” 

The group’s work supplies were provided, 
and their paint was Army surplus-—mostly 
greens and whites. But when Hazel Little spe- 
cifically requested bright yellow for her 
kitchen, the kids chipped in and bought it 
themselves 

When it was all through, Bryce said, Little 
was ‘‘just grinning from ear to ear. She had 
hung pictures of Jesus on the walls and went 
out and picked wildflowers. It was touching 
how much she appreciated it.”’ 

Little wasn’t the only one who got some- 
thing out of the program. Tubbs said she 
learned from the experience. ‘Basically the 
way we think about things, it’s two totally 
different perspectives,”’ she said. ‘‘We com- 
plain about not raking this team, and they’d 
be like, ‘Yeah, you’re lucky you go to 
school.’”’ 

“You get a real sense of what we have and 
don’t need,”’ Bryce said. ‘‘Like those little 
sticks we put on the end of corn. The things 
we want—it’s ridiculous.”’

Rational Dance and the Anarchy of Real 
Miracles 

Like it or not, it’s behind the library, and 
it’s there to stay. The sculpture, installed 
Friday, is the creation of David Raymond, 
chairman of the fine arts department of 
Merrimack College. 

So far the reception has been mixed. ‘‘I 
went by that thing, and I said, ‘What the 
hell is it?’”’ one person said. 

“‘T like it,’’ someone else countered. 

One of the librarians was more 
diplomatic. ‘‘Art is very subjective,’’ she 
said succinctly. 

Picking some for the back of Memorial 
Hall Library’s addition—still in the 
making—wasn’t easy for the five-member 
arts committee, according to its chairman, 
Norma Gammon. 

‘‘We knew that no matter what we did 
we'd get controversy,’’ Gammon said. 

Another committee member, Joan 
Bragen of Andover, who is DeCordova 
Museum’s director of corporate programs, 
defended the choice. ‘“The committee 
worked long and hard, and the important 
thing is that we have tried to choose a 
piece that represents the present, past and 
future,’ she said. ‘‘One doesn’t pick up a 
book and understand it without reading it 
Raymond was one of seven artists who 
were asked last summer to submit 
proposals for a piece of art for the library. 
The committee got a variety of proposals 


‘‘We didn’t want to be too obvious,”’ said 
Nancy Jacobson, library director and 
member of the arts committee. 

Raymond himself maintains his 
sculpture isn’t symbolic of anything. ‘‘Art 
behaves, rather than stands for,” he said. 

But there is a method to his supposed 
madness. “‘I thought about the building,”’ 
he said. ‘‘When you’re doing public art, 
you have to consider the context.” 

The column, all 19 feet of it, ‘‘softens the 
force of the wall and counterposes the 
stone bands which cross the wall,”’ 
Raymond wrote in his proposal to the 
library committee. ‘‘The height of the 
column suggests a sentinel, a tower, as 
well as a marker for the library as a 
cultural center.”’ 

You have to look up to it, and that was 
part of the plan too. ‘‘Think of the things 
they put in the air—flags, crosses on 
churches, powerful things. But the dish is 
on the ground,” the artist said. ‘““‘The way 
you use perception is important. You feel 
different when you look at the sky than 
when you look down at the ground. (The 
sculpture) is a blend of high-mindedness 
and ordinariness.”’ 

The oval, poised precariously at the edge 
if its base, ‘“‘behaves’”’ more actively than 
the column next to it, the artist said. They 
‘‘play and tease while implying a future of 
changes.” 

Since Raymond wrote the proposal, he 
made an addition—the 8-foot dish that sits 
on the other side of the stairs. Right now, 
it’s resting on blocks of wood, but 
landscapers will fill in the dirt below it‘4nd 
plant trees and bushes around it. ‘‘It’s 
going to be very green, and I wanted it (the 
sculpture) to nestle in sort of 
mysteriously,” Raymond said. 

Raymond got the library’s OK—and 
approximately $30,000 in corporate, 
foundation and individual contributions to 
the library’s fundraising committee. His 
first piece of public work started its life as 
a group of drawings, then wooden patterns, 
then iron castings. Six companies and a 
platoon of craftmen and technicians had a 
hand in the sculpture. 

A pattern maker had to work from more 
than a dozen of Raymond’s cross-sectioned 
drawings of the oval. Ferris Technology in 
Lawrence donated the iron pouring just 
because they got interested in Raymond’s 
idea. Raymond did the bulk of the 
sculpture, as he does with most of his 
work, at Cassidy Brothers Forge in 
Rowley. But the dish had to be formed at 
McCabe Manufacturing in Lawrence. And 
the whole shebang was finally galvanized

Raymond said. “But it was a lot of 
orchestrating too.”’ 

The work has been finished for a few 
months, but Raymond had to wait for the 
library’s contractors to get the site ready. 
Because the pieces are so big Raymond 
didn’t see them together until they were 
set up last week. “I always worried, 
‘Would it work? Would it look right?’ It 
looked right in the drawings, but it’s like 
architecture: the drawings are all there, 
but you never know until the last brick is in 
place. You hope.” 

He says he is satisfied with the sculpture 
and just needs to put some more zinc on 
the dish, which got a little banged up in 
transit. Raymond and a crew of truck 
drivers and lifters took most of the day to 
get the sculpture in place. Their 
galvanized surfaces make the pieces look 
light. They’re not. The lightweight of the 
group, the dish, weighs approximately 500 
pounds. The oval and base are between 750 
and 800 pounds, and the column, a grand 
1,500 pounds. 

The foot of the column and the pin that 
holds the oval to the base go deep inte the 
ground, so Raymond isn’t worried that 
they’ll topple over. He also isn’t losing 
sleep over vandals.

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Parking Requirements Could Have 


Adverse Effect On Park St. Building 


By Lewis C. Howe 


Disagreement between town officials 
and the Park Street Development Trust 
over parking requirements could kill the 
proposed revitalization of the old And- 
over Lanes bowling alley. 

The developer’s plan to transform the 
site at 32-34 Park St. into retail space 
was vetoed this summer by Sam DeSal- 
vo, building inspector, who cited town 
bylaws stating that any change in use for 
a building must include provisions for 
adequate off-street parking. 

Last Thursday night, Park Street De- 
velopment Trust went before the Zoning 
Board of Appeals (ZBA), as a party ag- 
grieved by the building inspector, to ar- 
gue the bylaw invoked by DeSalvo had 
been misinterpreted. 

“Both ‘bowling alley’ and ‘retail’ fall 
under the same ‘use’ in the bylaw,” 
claimed Park St. attorney Reginald Mar- 
den. ‘‘We’re not expanding (the size of 
the building), just renovating. Given the 
building inspector’s interpretation, any 
time a change of use took place in a 
downtown building, the building would 
have to comply with the parking bylaw 
that’s not the law’s intent.’ 

Marden pointed out DeSalvc 

rpretation would n 
leny permission to “change the 
the building from a lawyer’s ; office to an 
accountant’s. 

If the building inspector’s decision is 
upheld, the developer would be forced to 
supply 87 parking spaces for the stores. 
The building currently has 12 parking 
spaces. ‘‘In order to comply with this, 
part of the building would have to be torn 
down’’ Marden told the ZBA. 

Laura Hill, a member of the town plan- 
ning staff, refuted the developer’s con- 
tention that converting a bowling alley 
into retail shops was not a change of use. 

“A bowling alley falls under several 
uses’’ Hill said. The center was consid- 
ered ‘retail’ because of the presence of a 
‘pro shop”’ and a food counter, but this 
was not the primary use of the building. 

The building is considered an ‘‘estab- 
lishment involving assembly of people 
for indoor recreation...or sporting activ- 
ity,” Hill said. The ‘retail’ label was only 
‘an accessory use’’ of the property, she 
noted. 

‘This (proposal) is for a change of use,

not a continuation of the accessory retail 
use,”’ Hill commented. As for the refur- 
bishment of the site, she added, the town 
“seeks comprehensive redevelopment in 
the Park St./Elm St. area,” rather than 
“piecemeal” projects involving one or 
two buildings at a time. 

Marden responded by saying “‘this pro- 
posal should be decided on its own mer- 
its, not on whether there’s some sort of 
‘Master Plan’ for the area. We shouldn’t 
be treated differently,” he remarked, 
“we have a building and we'fe entitled to 
use it.”’ 

When asked by board member Roger 
Collins if the developer had attempted to 
secure land for parking, Marden an- 
swered ‘‘yes, we did,”’ but dismissed this 
as ‘‘not relevant’’ to the ZBA’s decision. 

‘We'd like to provide parking,”’ said 
the attorney, who reiterated his conten- 
tion that the developer has no legal obli- 
gation to do so. ‘‘We are renovating, not 
changing the use,’’ he said. 

When Jane Griswold, acting as ZBA 
chairman in Wesley Whitney’s absence, 
asked Marden where the building’s pa- 

ns would | ark he said ‘‘the deve loper 


r that 


Ma ar jer suggested hNaving the town 
take land by eminent domain for park- 
ing”’ if necessary. ‘““The town has to pro- 
vide downtown parking, developers can’t 


do it without the town’s help.”’ 

What Andover needs, Marden contin- 
ued, is ‘‘a united front on parking.’’ No 
single developer, he argued, can solve 
the town’s problems. 

Collins then asked Marden if he be- 
lieved the change-of-use parking require-

Collins asked Hill if legal precedents 
existed in this matter. Hill said there had 
been no change in use case, but no simi- 
lar decisions had been rendered since the 
parking standards were adopted in 1985. 

“‘T don’t think the bylaw applies to ren- 
ovations’ Marden commented once 
more. Collins stated diplomatically “I 
think we’re all in agreement that we’d 
like to see this property improved,”’ 
while Griswold ended the discussion, al- 
lowing that “the bylaw is very convo- 
luted’ and announced the ZBA would 
tour the site on Saturday morning, Octo- 
ber 3. The board will render a decision 
by the end of this month. 

Other Zoning Board of Appeals hear- 
ings conducted Thursday included a re- 
quest by Ocean Properties, owners of the 
Marriott Hotel Chain, to allow construc- 
tion of a 40-foot sign in front of the Mar- 
riott Hotel on Old River Road.

ing at 52-54 Stevens St. 

ZBA approval is necessary because the 
lot does not meet minimum setback re- 
quirements and presently has no off- 
street parking. Philip Sullivan, attorney 
for Parm Development, said the pro- 
posed four-unit house would have be- 
tween 6 and8 parking paces when 
completed. The parking spaces would 
border wetlands to the rear of the prop- 
erty.

The works of Anne MacDougall, formerly of Spring Grove Road, 
who used to teach at Pike School, will be on exhibit at the Howard 
Yezerski Gallery, 68 Park St., through Saturday, Oct. 24. 

MacDougall, whose paintings concentrate on water and rocks, 
light and dark, tries to achieve a unified effect with them, rather 
than a divergent one, according to New York critic Lawrence Allow- 
ay. 

‘She sees and paints both the water and the rocks as reciprocal 
organizations, not antagonistic elements,” Alloway said. “‘It is as if 
we are invited to view water as fast solids and rock as slow liquid.” 

MacDougall’s composition is also unique, aecording to Alloway. 
‘‘(In the worksat the gallery,) there is an emphasis on the surface of 
the earth rather than the faraway horizon and the sky above. The 
bulk of rocks, the undulation of water, the detritus of the forest, 
replace the weather as the main subject of landscape painting. The 
spatial complexities of still life are absorbed by the downward- 
looking landscapist. Unexpected definitions of matter parallel new 
definitions of organization,”’ he said. 

‘MacDougall may have a narrow range of subject matter, but she 
has no stereotyped form of dealing with it,” said Alloway, adding 
that the Yezerski exhibit is ‘‘one in which Anne MacDougall has 
concentrated on recent work in its thematic solidity, not its histori- 
cal sequence of development.”

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Paper Show Opens In Andover 


“Paper Fantasies,’ new work in handmade and deco- 
rated paper by artists Sara Krohn and Faith Harrison, is 
being exhibited at Andover Antiquarian Books and Gallery, 
68 Park St., through November 13. 

Krohn and Harrison, both well known and respected in 
the field of book arts and crafts, work full time at their 
studios in Easthampton, a major center in this country for 
contemporary book arts. According to David Rodger, 
bookshop and gallery proprietor, the artists present work in 
this show quite different from the traditional production 
work usually associated with papermaking and marbling. 
In Krohn’s work, the white textured paper becomes an art 
form embellished simply with design. Animals, birds, flow- 
ers and angels are represented in her paper ornaments. The 
four seasons, alphabets and numbers are motifs of her wall 
pieces. 

Harrison’s decoratd paper achieves a multi-dimensional 
effect using lavered design and color The nrarece invalves 


the floating of waterbased inks or oils on the surface of 
thickened liquid. Colors are then drawn through with tools 
called rakes, combs or stylus to create patterns. A paper 
with a color-fast agent is carefully laid on the surface and 
the colors and design immediately bond to the paper. The 
result is a magical and unique paper. 

Traditional paper marbling traces its roots back to 14th 
century Persia and Turkey where it was used for manu- 
script illumination and calligraphy. It made its way to 
Western Europe in the 15th century and was used primarily 
in the book arts. Although marbling did exist in America in 
the late 1800s, only now is it experiéncing a renaissance 
with artists like Harrison using the old techniques to create 
contemporary work. 

Andover Antiquarian Books and Gallery is open Monday 
through Saturday from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. There is no admis- 
sion charge fot the exhibition.

eighs the local objection.” 

Tucker said she has been working on 
“‘a number of bills” to “correct the 
flaws”’ in the state housing statute. The 
residents’ letter is helpful, she added, be- 
cause it “allows us to key into” local con- 
cerns.

Ninth Graders Could Move 


To Andover High School 


By Lewis C. Howe 


Increasing elementary school enrollments and 
a declining number of high school students could 
result in shifting the ninth grade to Andover 
High School. 

Many options were bandied about by the 
school committee and administration Tuesday 
night after enrollment figures were released for 
the 1987-88 school year. The numbers showed just 
1069 students enrolled at Andover High, down 
from a peak of 1400 during the late 1970s. 

In the meantime, increased birth rates have 
led to more children in the lower grades, some- 
thing which Dr. Kenneth Seifert, superintendent 
of schools, suggested might mean some restruc- 
turing of the school system. 

‘‘We now have the mathematical possibility to 
consider a four-year high school,” Seifert said. 
The superintendent cautioned that until a con- 
sultant hired by the town to predict future pop- 
ulation figures submits her report later this fall, 
no action should be taken. 

School Committeeman David Birnbach com- 
mented declining secondary enrollment may be 
attributed to more students attending private 
schools at those grade levels. ‘‘The here 
might be customer satisfaction’’ with the publi 
school system, Birnbach offered 

Seifert responded that while this is possible, 
“analysis of the data should wait until long-term 
figures are in.’ Donald Robb, acting as commit- 
tee chairman in Susan Poore’s absence, directed 
the administration to develop a list of private- 
school students who reside in Andover in order 
to address Birnbach’s concern. 

Robb also remarked the present enrollment

school is consistent with the enrollment decline 
nationwide 12-15 years ago,’ he commented. 
The renewed birth rate, Robb added, is conver- 
sely reflected in the elementary school increas- 
es. 

‘Remember that an increase in elementary 
enrollment now translates to an increase in the 
secondary schools down the road,” Robb stated. 
“If we do nothing, the high school enrollment 
will still go up. Not as high as the 1400 or so ten 
years ago, but it will go above 1100 or 1200 stu- 
dents.” 

Birnbach agreed with this contention, and 
added ‘‘the numbers now warrant us looking at 
a middle-school concept.’’ The school committee 
will take up all reorganization proposals as part 
of their Master Plan work session on October 15.

Local Panelists Answer Questions About AIDS 


A panel of local health and medical experts fielded 
phone-in questions from concerned residents on the 
risks and ramifications of Acquired Immune Deficien- 
cy Syndrome during a discussion of ‘‘AIDS—The Vi- 
rus’’ Monday night. 

The forum was held in the Andover Selectmen’s 
Chambers as part of AIDS Awareness Week, which 
will conclude with tomorrow’s broadcast of “‘AIDS— 
The Victim” on Heritage Cablevision from 10 a.m. to 
11 a.m., with a rebroadcast from 6 p.m. to 7 p.m. 

Monday’s session was hosted by Everett Penney, 
town Director of Public Health, who urged those 
watching on Heritage Cable and listening over WCCM 
radio to learn all they could about AIDS. ‘‘This is the 
most significant public health issue of our time’’ Pen- 
ney said, citing projections from the Center for Dis- 
ease Control that predict 300,000 Americans will 
contract AIDS by 1991. 

There will be a sixfold increase in cases during the 
ext [lve years Penney stated By that ti \ 
one will know someone AIDS 

Penney then introduced the panel, which consisted 
of four area AIDS experts who each spoke on a differ- 
ent facet of the disease. Janet Bath, AIDS Education 
Coordinator for the state Department of Public 
Health, described how the Human Immunodeficiency 
Virus (HIV) attacks the human immune system. 

“The virus needs direct blood contact for transmis- 
sion’ Bath explained. This occurs through oral, anal 
and vaginal sexual contact, exposure to blood through 
shared hypodermic needles, or the virus may be 
transferred from mother to child during birth. 

Thanks to a concentrated effort to purify the na- 
tion’s blood supply, Bath said, ‘‘the chances of getting 
AIDS from a blood transfusion now is negligible.” 
Problems still exist for health-careworkers, she 
added. ‘Eight health care workers accidently suf- 
fered needle-sticking injuries and contracted AIDS.”’ 

Common misconceptions regarding transmission of 
the disease abound, Bath remarked. ‘‘You can’t get 
AIDS from sharing a toothbrush, or from living or 
working with an AIDS patient.’’ While the HIV virus 
has been found in very small quantities in urine, sali- 
va and tears, there is no evidence of transmission 
through any of these means, Bath stated.

Health, addressed the touchy subject of AIDS testing. 
Tests are often inaccurate, Broadbent said, because 
‘“‘many people infected don’t manifest symptoms”’ im- 
mediately. ‘‘It take two weeks to three months”’ after 
transmission for the virus to show up on a test, he 
continued, so those concerned about having acquired 
AIDS recently should wait at least three months be- 
fore being tested. 

‘False positive’’ results occur in 4,000 of every 100,- 
000 cases, which is why Broadbent said he opposes 
mandatory testing for couples planning to be married. 
“T don’t see how that’s helpful for anyone’ he com- 
mented. : 

Those who should be tested, he stated, are couples 
planning to have children, or women who are preg- 
nant. Citizens fearing infection may wish to take a 


test, but are also urged to ‘follow risk-reduction 
guidelines,’’ said Broadbent 
Get off drugs, and if that not po 
Share needies, and if tnat 
needles,’’ he stated. Sexually e people snouid use 


condoms ‘‘always and consistently’’ except in cases of 
mutual monogamy over a period of more than five to 
ten years. 

There are currently 11 test sites in Massachusetts, 
Broadbent noted, the nearest of which will soon be 
opened in Beverly. 

Dr. Leslie Waters of Lawrence General Hospital 
and the Andover suburban healthcare center talked 
about the “‘stigma’”’ of AIDS in society. ‘‘Many people 
still believe AIDS is a problem for someone else’’ Wa- 
ters commented. ‘‘We wonder when we hear someone 
has AIDS about how they got it—what terrible life- 
style they must have had to have gotten it.’’ 

The facts, she said, are that AIDS is spreading rap- 
idly among heterosexuals and in smaller commu- 
nities. AIDS cases in Lawrence doubled during the 
first three months of this year, Waters pointed out, 
and nearly 400 new cases have been diagnosed this 
year in Massachusetts. 

The tough part, experts agree, is many people in- 
fected with the virus manifest no symptoms. Bath 
touched on the three stages of AIDS. The first is when 
a person contracts the virus and feels no symptoms. 
“You could feel fine and still be exposed”’ Bath stated. 

The second stage is the manifestation of symptoms, 
or AIDS-related complex (ARC). Symptoms include

night sweats and chills. Not all ARC sufferers reach 
the third stage, which is diagnosed ‘“‘full-blown 
AIDS.” 

AIDS can only be categorized in its third stage when 
a diagnosable illness is present, such as pneuomonia, 
tuberculosis or cancer, Bath said. But, she added, 
“the virus can be transmitted during all three 
stages.”’ 

Dr. Dennis Coleman, of Bon Secours Hospital, was 
the final panelist. Coleman stressed the numerous 
ways in which infection may occur. Listing four 
cases—an old woman who had a blood transfusion, a 
60-year-old man who visited a prostitue, a young ho- 
mosexual man, and an intravenous drug user—Cole- 
man drove home the point that AIDS ‘‘affects all of

The phone-in portion of the program ranged from 
calls about sex education in the public schools to in- 
quiries about the meaning of “‘safe sex.” 

Speaking to the sex education issue, Penney indi- 
cated he had met with Dr. Kenneth Seifert, Superin- 
tendent of Andover Schools, concerning ways to 
integrate AIDS education into the local curriculum. 
“The sex education program in the Andover schools 
has been aggressive and expansive’’ during the past 
several years, Penney remarked. 

Waters commented that ‘‘while it is vital to address 
AIDS in school, communication is also needed in the 
home. Parents who discuss sex with their children 
should always discuss AIDS as well.”’ 

Broadbent explained the difference between ‘‘safe 
sex’’ and “‘safer sex.’

“Safe sex refers to contact that does not result in 
the exchange of bodily fluids,’’he said, while ‘safer 
sex’ is ‘sexual activity with a condom.”’ 

Broadbent said that schools should also teach absti- 
nence as “‘the only certain means of not contracting 
AIDS,”’ but added ‘‘we must be realistic. Smokers 
know their behavior will probably give them cancer, 
yet many of them continue to smoke.”’

Young up-and-comers purchase 
property in town as a means of mak- 
ing a better life for themselves, only 
to find out they’ve been swindled by 
real estate pros. Desperate to recoup 
losses and survive in this affluent 
community, they seek leniency from 
the Zoning Board of Appeals, in the 
face of opposition from their angry, 
more-established neighbors. 

Last month James Papia, who pur- 
chased a four-acre site with plans to 
build a subdivision, went to the ZBA 
seeking permission to build a single- 
family house on the site, after he 
learned the property was mostly wet- 
lands. If that weren’t enough, the lot 
had only half the frontage to Lincoln 
St. required by law. Papia said he had 
invested every cent he owned on the 
parcel, and was forced to move in

Last week John O’Brien, 107 High 
St., went to the board seeking to make 
his single-family home into a two- 
family home. The dwelling currently 
contains an in-law apartment, which 
is large enough to house renting ten- 
ants except for one minor stipulation. 

It’s illegal to lease an in-law apart- 
ment, something O’Brien said he was 
not aware of until Sam DeSalvo, 
Building Inspector, notified him in 
writing earlier this year. Two tenants 
currently occupy the additional unit, 
and their rent money, O’Brien said, 
helps him make ends meet. 

Richard Asoian, O’Brien’s attorney, 
explained his client was ‘‘naive’’ 
when he bought the house last Decem- 
ber, and now needs a special variance 
from the town to legally lease the in- 
law apartment. 

Speaking. on. his own-behalf, O’Brien

Park Street Decisions 


The Zoning Board of Appeals will have 
to decide within the month whether the 
renovation of the former bowling alley 
property on Park street constitutes a 
change in use and thus must conform to 
new parking bylaw requirements. 

The case was heard last Thursday 
night and went before the ZBA because 
Building Inspector Sam DeSalvo inter- 
preted the law as a change in use and 
thus additional parking spaces would be 
required under the rules adopted by the 
1985 town meeting. 

DeSalvo, of course, acted properly in 
the case. It is his duty to interpret the 
bylaws as he views them and leave relief 
to such agencies as the zoning board. 

Problem with the particular property, 
however, is that it lies in the last area for 
developable business space in the down- 
town area, it is in dire need of renovatior 
and it could well be dedicated to good 
retail space. 

Too, there is the consideration that 
people have purchased the property and 
are entitled to a return on their invest- 
ment. 

There were some interesting argu- 
ments put forth in the process of dis- 
cussion of the bylaw interpretation last 
Thursday night. 

One involved the fact that the building 


__had been dedicated to retail use as a 


bowling alley. 

But, a planning staff member offered 
that the retail use was an accessory to 
the main purpose of the building which 
was a place of assembly for indoor recre- 
ation. The retail use was confined to a 
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pro shop and small food concession. 

Atty. Reginald Marden, counsel for the 
developers, contended that strict inter- 
pretation of the parking bylaw could pre- 
vent conversion of a doctor’s office to a 
lawyer’s office, if the town saw fit. 

By the same token, conversion of the 
bowling alley to sports bar with individu- 
al television sets, a new venture in many 
areas, could well qualify this structure 
for continued ‘assembly for indoor recre- 
ational purposes.’ Find some parking for 
those who would jam the place on Satur- 
days, Sundays and Monday nights during 
the football season. 

There is also recollection here that de- 
velopment of a new shopping mall fur- 
ther up Park street a few years back was 
provided parking relief through the cre- 
ation of a new municipal parking lot. 

Availability of parking spaces in this 
lot, provided by the town, allowed the 
project to satisfy parking needs. 

With a municipal lot across the street 
from the bowling alleys, would this not 
then qualify it for the same consider- 
ation? 

Or does the separation of the building 
and parking lot via a public way confuse 
the issue? 

It may be proper to make every effort 
to protect the town and provide parking, 
etc. 

But, it is also wise to allow people to 
obtain a return on investments and in 
this case it doesn’t seem proper to insist 
on the creation of 87 parking spaces in 
order to comply with a close interpreta- 
tion of parking bylaws.

The neighbors are ‘unanimously 
opposed’’to the proposal, said Doher- 
ty, who suggested O’Brien take his 
realtor to court. 

Doherty urged the board to ‘‘stand 
mn settled precedent”’ and deny O’Bri 

request. “The neighbors want 
continuity” in zoning, he said. ‘‘To al- 
low this would be to allow entry into a 
single-family area of multi-family 
dwellings.” Residents, he said, ‘“‘want 
to stop any further intrusion of this 
into the Carmel Road area.”’ Current 
multi-family homes in the neighbor- 
hood are a detriment, he said.

substantial conformity to the neigh- 
borhood.’’

With a 50-acre site on the Wilming- 
ton/Andover border still being consid- 
ered by the state for a possible sludge- 
composting plant, Andover officials are 
cautiously monitoring the situation. 

“It would not be a hazard, but a nui- 
sance” said Everett Penney, director of 
Public Health. A sludge-treatment facili- 
ty would not have an adverse impact on 
the area as far as hazardous waste, he 
said, and proper maintenance of the 
plant would ‘‘keep the stench down.” 

The odor problem may be similar to 
that of the Greater Lawrence waste-wa- 
ter treatment facility in North Andover, 
Penney said. He added it was a relief to 
learn the sludge shipped to Wilmington 
would be composted and then recycled 
and shipped elsewhere as fertilizer. 

Kenneth Mahony, Andover town man- 
ager, said ‘there will be no dumping’”’ at 
the proposed facility. “It will either be 
an incinerator or a composting facility”’ 


he explained. Composting, Mahony con- 
tinued, can be performed indoors and 
poses less of a problem ‘‘if it’s done prop 
erly.” 


The site in question is located across 
the town line from Foster’s Pond, and 
Penney said residents are concerned 
about the proposed facility’s impact on 
the pond’s water, both from an environ- 
mental and a recreational standpoint. 

Mahony said the town is monitoring

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Sludge Dump Unlikely For Andover

site, and ‘‘we have expressed our con- 
cerns’’ to the MWRA. 

Wilmington is one of a dozen sites be- 
ing considered for a new sludge-treat- 
ment facility. Last week, the 
Massachusetts Water Resources Author- 
ity (MWRA) held a public hearing on the 
issue in Wilmington. 

Public hearings in other communities 
being considered by the MWRA, such as 
Stoughton, Walpole and Quincy, have 
been media circuses that attracted thou- 
sands of angry residents. But the Wil- 
mington meeting drew just 45 spectators, 
about half of whom, Penney stated, were 
from Andover. 

One reason for this, the health director 
commented, may be that Wilmington 
residents don’t perceive the sludge facili- 
ty as a real threat. 

“Town Meeting re-zoned the land for 
residential last week’’ in an attempt to 
thwart the state, said a spokeswoman for 


Reginald Stapcyznski, Wilmington Town 
Manager. Residents, she said ‘“‘may have 
thought that would change things. Ap 


parently, it hasn’t.”’ 

According to the MWRA, re-zoning the 
property, which was formerly consid- 
ered a “‘large lot’’ zone, will not alter 
their site-selection process. A proposal is 
currently being considered by a local de- 
veloper call to construct a subdivision of 
single-family residences on the site. 
Plans to build condominiums on the land

were rejected several months ago. 

“The residents,’ Penney remarked, 
“sense the situation is taken care of now 
that’s it’s been re-zoned residential.’’ 

“There is a question,” Mahony com- 
mented, ‘‘whether the high-density re- 
zoning makes this (sludge) proposal a 
moot point.”” MWRA spokesman Paul Di- 
Natale has said the state will not decide 
on a location for the sludge-treatment fa- 
cility until the summer of 1988. Penney 
added ‘“‘the state is allowing us to com- 
ment and give input through November. 
I would imagine we would participate in 
that.” 

Mahony indicated that in his conversa- 
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tions with MWRA officials, “it does not 
seem that Wilmington is one of their 
high-priority areas” for treatment of 
sludge. A number of drawbacks exist 
with the site, he noted, saying the pro- 
posed location is a “great distance 
away” from many of the communities it 
would serve. 


All of which may mean residents near 
Foster’s Pond will be impacted by new 
housing instead of a sludge treatment fa- 
cility. ‘I’m not certain if the environ- 
mental impact of high-density housing 
would be any more desirable for that 
area,”’ quipped Mahony.
